Court Justice Lewis L. Fawcett, who 
issued, the drastic “anti-strike" in- 
junction forbidding picketing... at 
the Wheeler Shipyards, Inc., found 
the union organizer guilty of violat- 
ing the injunction. 

The unprovoked attack at Robins 
Was seen as a preliminary step in 
an attempt to obtain an “anti- 
strike” injunction similar to the one 
obtained by the Wheeler Co. 

Charles Purkis, national organ- 
iger of the CIO union, who will be 
on the delegation to City Hall to 
“protest the savage brutality of the 
police in dealing with our peace- 
ful . pickets,”- attacked Fawcett’s 
threat. against the strikers. 

Fawcett threatened to give the 
maximum sentence: to strikers ar- 
rested for picketing the Wheeler 
plant. Purkis charged that Faw- 
cett “showed where he stood when 
he issued the injunction. Anything 
that he may say now merely em- 
phasizes his anti-union bias.”

DETROIT, Mich. July 18-—The 
Common Council, prodded for weeks 
by the Renters and Consumers 
League, and fearful of a general 
rent strike, has issued the first sub- 
pena in an investigation of rent- 
gouging. 

Theodore Schwartz, landlord, has 
been called to a hearing Monday 
to answer charges of profiteering 
on a 40-family apartment house on 
Brush Street. 

Complaints state that Schwartz 
pays $5 per month per apartment 
on his leased property, while he 
charges $35 per month per apart- 
ment rent. 

Other landlords are to be called 
to answer similar charges in the 
current investigation. 

The City Treasurer has also an- 
nounced that a corps of investiga- 
tors is being ‘sent into the field to 
look over property delinquent in 
city taxes. Under the Treasurers 
plan, such tax delinquent property 
will be used to house welfare fami- 


lies at a nominal rental which will 
be applied to the back taxes.

AN ENGLISH INSTRUCTOR 

So David White came through 
the Hill €chool, at Pottstown, Pa., 
a yeareat the University of Vir- 
ginia, three at Princeton and an 
M. A. at Columbia, unharmed: 
In between he had put in a year 
teaching English at Lafayette 
College. In 1928 he entered the 
English Department of the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, 
and in 1930 transferred to Brook- 
lyn College where he remained 
until the 1937 call for aid to 
Spain. 

If you started guessing, in New 
York, who would and who 
wouldn't be likely persons to en- 
roll in the International Brigades, 
you might have struck off an Eng- 
lish teacher without further

military experience or study, no 
record of hardships endured, no 
intimate contact with the work- 
ers’ struggles of America. 
Everything would have told 
you: this man won't want to go 
to Spain. 


WORKED WITH 
PROGRESSIVES 

But you might have looked 
just a little further. Despite the 
persecution visited on progres- 
sive young instructors in Amer- 
ican colleges; despite the witch- 
hunts and the screaming Hearst 
camaigns, David White had stead- 
ily identified himself with every 
progressive movement in univer- 
sity and, student circles. In that 
way he was far from ignoring the 
broader labor battles of our day, 
and the struggles of whole peo- 
ples for their national indepen- 
dence. To him the student anti- 
war mnovement, for instance, was 
part of that same “cause of all 
progressive humanity” which, 
when it reached a critical stage 
in Spain, he was willing to de- 
fend arms in hand. 

White was one of the founders 
and for two years secretary of 
the Union Against Reaction, a 
faculty anti-fascist organization. 
He was a member of the Execi- 


- tive Committee of the Association 


of Instructors, Tutors and Fel- 
lows, was active in Teachers’ 
Union, Local 5, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 
He was also faculty adviser of 
the undergraduate literary maga- 
zine, “Observer,” and of the 
Student. Anti-War League. 

At 35 David White put aside 
personal comfort, home, his pro- 
fession and what he regarded as 
now minor tasks in the battle 
against reaction, to shoulder a 
rifle as < private in the Army of 
Solidarity, army of limitless re- 
sources and unshakable morale, 
fighting Hitler, Mussolini and 
Franco in Spain. By his side is 
more than one former student of 
Brooklyn College and in the 
Second American Batallion he 


-has found a cultural level that 


If distinguishes the Inter- 
national Brigades from any army 
we have ever seen at war except 
the Red Armies of the Soviet 
Union and of China,

nia for the past five years, the 
Dakota miner did not join the 
Party.

He knew something about mines 
already, and during his téchnica) - 
training spent about. four months 
of each year at work in them. He's 
been a miner ever since, 

Working for the Anaconda Cop- 
per at Butte, or for _the Guggen- 
heim interests, he CGouldn’t shut 
his eyes to the meaning of ex- 
ploitation, there at its crudest. 
And wherever he went, there were 
more evidences of the unlimited 


. cruelty of private capital in search 


of profit. Whether at Juneau, 
Alaska, in Peru, Johannesburg, 
South Africa, or in Mexico, he 
worked with producers who toiled 
and spun, and was one of them. 

A practical man, he: turned 
from the I.W.W. of his youth to 
the strong new United Mine 
Workers. That was around 1921. 
In 1924 he voted for LaFollette 
and Burton K. Wheeler. His vote 
was partially a piece of local 
patriotism, he admits, being a 
concession to Wheeler’s Montana 
base. Eventually he tired of lib- 
eral professions of faith and wav- 
ering politics, and turned to vote 
for the Communist Party because 


“jt _ offered consistent leadership 


along the line of. a popular anti- 
fascist grouping against world re- 
action. 


Having travelled this advanced 
road in politics, Amlie had no 
temptation to separate theory and 
action. The greatest mobilization 
against world Fascism had taken 
place in Spain, The great battles 
were being fought there. That 
was his place. 

And there he is today, passing 
on his - military experience to 
others, spreading his confidence in 
the final victory, inculcating the 
devotion to the cause of progress 
and democracy that he has shown 
since he was 14 years old.

In his article, entitled: “On the 
Road to Victory,” Golubyey exam- 
ines the situation In Spain in de- 
tail from a military-political view- 
point to back his forecast. 


ESTABLISH PEOPLE’S ARMY 


He writes: 

“The most important and char- 
acteristic feature of the entire strug- 
gle in Spain through its first year 
has beer that it began with a re- 
hellion against the lawful demo- 
cratic government by almost the 
entirety of the afmed forces under 
it. 

“Disarmed from within by the 

military-fascist rebellion, isolated 
from without by the so-called non- 
intervention policy, the democratic 
Republic of Spain was left to its 
own fate in the struggle against 
the united forces of its owm fascist 
rebels, armed to the teeth, and of 
the Italian-German intervention- 
ists. 
“The relation of forces’ in such 
circumstances was unequal, and 
only by the remarkable heroism and 
supreme courage of the Spanish 
people, who rose up in defense of 
their rights and freedom, can we 
explain the fact that in these con- 
ditions, republican Spain has not 
met with defeat, but has won time, 
regrouped its forces and has estab- 
lished a People’s Army, which is 
in the main a regular army capable 
by now not only of replying blow 
for blow, but also of taking the 
offensive against the best and most 
important forces of the enemy. 


ANALYZES MADRID DRIVE 
“After the rebellion failed

Franco Plans

OldMonarchy 


Ruthless Suppression 
of.

SALAMANCA, Spain, July 18. — 
General Francisco Franco, Spanish 
fascist leader, in an interview pub- 
lished in the Monarchist newspaper 
ABC today reiterated ‘fascist plans 
for a restoration of the fuedal mon- 
archy combined with a ruthless 
regime of suppression of the rights 
of labor, on the model of Germany 
and Italy. 

Franco announced that the In- 
fante Juan of Bourbon, son of ex- 
King Alfonso XIII and mentioned 
as a contender for the throne in 
event of the restoration of the mon- 
archy, had been denied a request 
to serve in the fascist favy. 

“My yr mate 4 is great and it 
is my duty not to imperil a life 
whith might some’ day be. precious 

The statement strengthened re-. 
ports that Franco is contemplating 
restoration of: the monarchy as a 
supplement to his regime of a “cor- 
porative” fascist state with Franco 
in supreme power. 

“T always have insisted that the 
possibility of a return to the mon- 
archy depends upon the circum- 
stances of the moment and the pre- 
vailing atmosphere,” the Generalis- 
simo said. ; 

“Nationalist [fascist] Spain’s re- 
lations with certain foreign powers 
are greatly improved and our re- 
lations with Vatican are semi-of- 
ficial and cordial. We must first 
end the war, liquidate accounts and 
then build a state on firm founda- 
tions.

United Auto Workers Has Grown From 35 000 to 350,000 in One Year 
And Has Made Open Shop Industry a Stronghold of Industrial Unions 


The International Union, United 
Automobile Workers of - America 
will‘ hold its annual convention on 
August 23rd in Milwaukee, Wisc. 
This is the second annual conven- 
tion. A year ago this union held its 
convention at South Bend, Ind. and 
successfully rid itself of the domina- 
tion of the Dillon clique of the 
A. F, of L. It had only about 35,- 
000 members at that time. When it 
opens its session at Milwaukee this 
year, it will register a phenomenal 
growth. Delégates will represent 
350,000 members. This growth is 
part of the general growth of the 
unions of the CIO, of which the 
auto union is a part. The growth 
of the union could not have been 
possible without the general organ- 
izational drive of the CIO in mass 
production industries, such as rub- 
ber, steel, textile, iron, aluminum, 
marine, agricultural, transport, 
government employees, office work- 


ers, etc 

The aft union is an industrial 
union in the full sense of that word. 
It is a progressive union. Last year 
was a year not only in growth of 
the union but was a year of vic- 
tories as well. The outstanding vic- 
tory is the agreement with the 
General Motors Corporation, which 
came after 44 days of heroic strike 
Struggle of the auto workers. The 
auto workers by means of sit-down 
strikes and effective methods of 
struggle, particularly in Flint, se- 
cured a victory.

The purpose is to support the na- 
tional wage demands which include 
all eategories of railroad labor. 

The demands are for a 20 cent 
per hour increase and employment 
guarantees. A national strike ballot 
is being voted by over 800,000 men 
of .14 non-operating crafts. This 
ballot is being taken concurrently 
with one by the 300,000 employes 
in the operating or einanedl service | 
crafts. 

These delegate meetings were pro- 
posed at a mass meeting of over 
1,500 which took place on June 15th 
right in the shops. So far some 14 
or 16 lodges have participated and 
these meetings give promise of de- 
veloping into a permanent associa- 
tion of C. and NW. lodges. The 
meeting last night went 
to that effect. 

At this time the main point is to 
get 100 per cent vote favorable for 
strike, if such action is necessary. 
It was reported that the committee 
composed of grand chiefs was to 
hold further conferences with the 
managements before the Federal 
Mediation Board steps into the pic- 
ture: A resolution was adopted en- 
couraging the committee to hold 
fast for the full demands and pledg- 
ing its endeavors to put over the 
strike balot 100 per cent at this 
point. 

Speeches were made by the gen- 
eral chairmen of several of the 
Brotherhoods strassing the need 
for this increase. Facts were given 
to prove that railroad workers were 
receiving much lower avercge wages 
—particularly the 14 non-operating 
crafts—than the workers in many 
other industries. 

A few examples given, as follows: 
in comparison to the average for | 
non-operating railroad employes 
which is 57.8 cents per hour ,the 
average .is 90 cents for auto work- 
ers, 83 cents for steel and iron 
workers, 92% for tire and rubber 
workers. Also it was stated that 
over 325,000 railroad employes re- 
ceive 40 cents per hour or less.

Giving Their 
Game Away 


¢ The Lawyers’ Committee of the Ameri- 
can Liberty League may be dead—buried by 
the American people on Nov. 3—but its soul 
goes marching on. ; 

Liberty Leagueism is, in fact, very much 
alive in the report of the committee on fed- 
eral legislation of the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York on the amended 
Court reform bill. 

The report is a challenge not merely to 
the Court bill, but to the basic democratic 
rights of the American people. 

Though they admit that Congress has the 
power and the duty under the Constitution 
to fix the size of the Supreme Court, these 
high-priced corporation lawyers, neverthe- 
less, brand the Court reform plan as a “‘sub- 
versive proposal.” 

Subversive of what? Of the judicial 
despotism which unconstitutionally rules 
this country? 


Democracy will only gain from that kind - 


of “subversiveness.”’ 


There is one sentence in which these 
stooges of the economic royalists give their 
game away. They point to the Supreme 
Court as the guardian of “the liberties of the 
individual,” and declare: 

“The Supreme Court reports contain 
numerous decisions in which the court has 
vindicated and protected those liberties 
against attacks by impatient MAJORI- 
TIES.” 

There’s the rub! They want the Court to 
continue to do what it has done in the past: 
to protect the unrestricted liberties of the 
powerful corporations against the majority 
of the people. They demand a free hand for 
their fellow-corporation lawyers on the high 
bench to nullify that “impatient majority” 
—the Americans who voted for precisely 
those reforms which the Court has consist- 
ently blocked. 

And this reactionary doctrine is put for- 
ward in the name of democracy, of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, if you please!

An Indictment of 


Corporate Gangsterism 


¢ The National Labor Relations Board has 
put Gunman Girdler and his Republic Steel 
Corp. on the spot. And it’s a mighty hot spot 
too. 

The complaint served by the NLRB on 
charges filed by, the Steel Workers Organ- 
izing Committee is an indictment of that cor- 
porate gangsterism which is today the great- 
est menace to American democracy. 

The complaint charges Republic Steel 
with: 

Firing 75 workers for union activity; forcing 
, workers to remain inside its Warren, O., plant 
‘after the strike started; refusing to reinstate 
thirteen employes because they had gone on 
strike; fostering company unions at five of its 
plants; hiring thugs who have followed S.W.O.C. 
organizers and “have brutally attacked and 
beaten them”; increasing its police force in or- 
der to interfere with picketing; promoting 
through its company unions “back-to-work” 
movements in six cities; maintaining at its 
plants extensive arsenals “stocked with machine 
guns, rifles, revolvers, tear gas and other bombs, 
riot sticks and other dangerous weapons”; and 
intimidating pickets by shooting and throwing 
dangerous missiles at them. 

This is the sort of “law and order” that 
Republic Steel and its allies stand for. Al- 
ready it has taken a toll of fifteen dead and 
scores wounded. It is against this reign of 
terror that the courageous steel workers, un- 
der the leadership of the C.1.O., have been 
fighting. 

All liberty-loving people will join in de- 


-manding that the government put an end 


to this super-government of Tom Girdlern and 
his vigilante gangs, disarm the steel com- 
panies and make them obey the law. — 

The most effective way to bring Girdler 
to book is to give fullest support to the 
steel strike. The strike can be won, as is 
proved by the settlements already effected 
at the Inland Steel and Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube plants in Indiana Harbor, Ind.

¢ Every moment the danger of a Japanese 
war of aggression against China grows 
greater... 
No doubt, within the ruling cliques of 
Japan there is a great conflict over whether 
China should be pushed to the point where a war of 
defense becomes inevitable. But the military-fascist 
group in Japan has the upper hand. 
The Kwantung Army (Japanese military force on 
the Asian mainland) by its offensive actions around 
Peiping have created a situation 
where the Konoye cabinet is 
pushed along the road to war. 

' That does not signify that the 
Premier and the big trusts whom 
he represents are at all at odds 
with the fascist-military clique 
over basic imperialist objectives 
in China. Yet there are differ- 
ences over the time and the meth- 
ods of attack. 

However, the gunfire of the 

Japanese militarists in the Pei- 
ping area have set off the avalanche that the British 
Premier Chamberlain spoke of, which, if not blocked 
while there is time by united action of powers inter- 
ested in peace in the Pacific, will not stop until it 
has covered the entire world. — 

With the Japanese war industry going at top speed, 
with the reserves and home army mobilized, the in- 
creasing momentum plays into the hands of the fac- 
tion in Japan which —— on war now. 


The New York Times, for its own reasons, is try- 
ing to minimize the danger of a war of aggression by 
Japan against China. Its Tokyo correspondent, Hugh 
Byas, resorted from the beginning to deliberate lying 
to shield Japan's obvious plunderous course in China. 
In Sunday’s Times, Byas’s cabled dispatch tried to give 
the impression that Japan was not sending more armed 
home forces against China. The Times’ headline on 
its story from Washington, also, sought to play down 
the imminence of war saying: “U. S. Finds Outlook in 
China Improved.” The fact is that the Japanese mili- 
tary had just handed the Chinese authorities a 48- 
hour ultimatum. A story in the New York Herald 
Tribune on the same day from Washington stated: 
“Far Eastern exports of the State Department regard 
the situation in North China as critical., The fear is 
expressed that Japan may have decided that the time 
is ripe for consolidating her position in China with a 
view to further otters 


ame it has plunged its sword into China, Japan 
will not retreat, unless forced to, without helping her- 
self to a huge slice of Chinese territory. 

The crux of the situation is China’s united defense. 
That is what is making Japan apparently -go slow. The 
Japanese hope to force a “local” solution. That is to 
say, they hope to get another version of the 21 de- 
mands signed by some traitorous individual of the 
Chahar-Hopei political council. Whether such an in- 
dividual exists—like the traitorous Yin Yu-Keng of 
East Hopei—is not so important today as it was in the 
past, because his action would be repudiated by the 
Chinese people. 

. 

The Nanking government is standing firm on its 
position that it is the central government and that 
no local authorities can barter away the soversign 
rights of any part of China. 

The Japanese are counting on’ being able to threaten 
Gen. Sung Cheh-yuan, chairman of the Hopei-Chahar 
Council; Jeader of the 29th Route Army into. signing 
one of the secret ultimatums that will give them 
control of Chahar and Hopei provinces. Gen. Sung 
has had a checkered career. He brilliantly led the 
defense of Chahar province in 1932, though later he 
took brutal action against the students who protested 
the danger of Japanese aggression in North China. 
His army almost to a man is for defense to thé death 
against Japanese aggression. If Sung submits to 
Japan he will submit virtually alone, and Japan will 
still have the task of trying to force the Chinese peo- 
ple into slavery. 

te = 

Every indication points to Japan’s determination to 
go the limit to achieve its aims in North China. Japan 
particularly fears that Chinese national unity will 
make impossible any further dismemberment of China. 
Apparently Japan wants to strike now before unity 
has made China invincible. For example, the Japanese 
are continuing the evacuation of their nationals from 
the interior of China. We recall that Mussolini did 
the same in Ethiopia and began his war when the last 
batch crossed the Eritrean border. 
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Secretary of State Hull has urged the interested 
powers to confer on keeping the peace. The answer 
of the Japanese was one of the most provocative 
samples of arrogant fascist-militarist diplomacy. The 
United States was told to mind its own business and 
to let Japan handle China as it saw fit. What could 
be more the business of the American people than 
preserving the peace of the United States by trying 
to prevent a war in the Pacific begun by the war-mad 
Japanese militarists? 

The peace of the world now rests in China, for if 
Japan strikes there the situation in Europe will be ag- 
gravated; and it would not be long before the whole 
world would be wrapped in the flames of war. 

In view of the gravity of the situation in the Far 
East, the first task of the American people is to do 
everything they can to support the Chinese people 
against Japanese aggression. Successful Chinese re- 
sistance to Japanese threats of war would be a blow 
to the war-incendiaries of the Pacific.

Negro Actors 
Aided by WPA 
Federal Theatre Has Pro- 


duced Nine Negro Plays 
in One Year 


The establishment of a Negro 
Theatre by the WPA Federal The- 
atre Project brings to a climax two 
decades of profitable activity by 
the Negro in the American theatre.. 
Previous excursions in the world of 


the drama had brought the Negro 
actor and playwright from total 
obscurity to partial recognition, but 
not until the WPA Negro unit was 
created was the Negro in a position 
to present his race and its prob- 


to glance quickly over the pages of 
history and recall the highlights in 
the development of Negro drama 
from its beginning to the advent of 
the WPA Negro Theatre. 

The Negro has had a part in 
American drama practically from 
its inception. but his early charac- 
terizations reflected his contem- 
porary cormiition in society and 
gave no deep insight into his in- 
nermost life. He was associated 
with only the minstrel form of 
theatre, which was a gross’ car- 
cature of Negro life because of its 
commercial exploitation. 


It was not until 1917 that the 
first important movement in the 
development of an authentic drama 
of Negro life was made. Ridgley 


Torrence, well-known American 
poet, wrote three one-act plays of 
Negro life which were presented at 
the Garden” Théatre on April 5, 
1917, by Robert Edmond Jones and

a om Strike Struggles . 


“The branch, like the whole British League, is growine ran- 
idly and has just moved into larger quarters. The walls of the 
three rooms at headquarters are covered with slogans and draw- 
ings, 2 ping-pong table stands in one corner and nearby a circu- 
lating library and a ‘bar’ (where you get TEA, not beer). The 
largest room is used for meetings. 

“The night I was there this room was filled at meeting time. 
There were about 130 young people present, among them many 
apprentices from the Clyde workshops, where 12,000 of them were 
then on strike for higher pay. 

“The meeting was somewhat like the ones held by our better 
branches here. The speaker for the evening was William Saks 
of the South Side Branch. Willy, as everyone called him, put 
big charts and maps on the wall and gave a darn good lecture 
vn China—its history, economic life, politics and the role of 
British imperialism there. He illustrated his entire talk with 
the maps and charts he had brought along with him. 


Y.C.L. Activity 


“After the talk the entire branch joined in community singing. 
They'sang the ‘Young Guardsman,’ ‘Kathleen Mavourneen,’ ‘Did Your 
Mother Come From Ireland?’ and many League songs. After the sing- 

dng the group split into brigades for separate sessions. 


“T walked over to one brigade leader, Bunty Lindsay, pretty and 
blue-eyed. She was checking up on the previous week’s assignments— 
’ ‘distributing the ‘Challenge’ (a swell youth paper), recruiting, Spanish 
~ Youth Foodship Campaign, etc. The discussion was lively. New as- 


-  signments were agreed on and literature sold. When the brigade fin- 


ished its meeting some of its members went to play ping-pong, others 
listened to the radio and the rest sat around and gossiped. 
“All the comrades were very friendly to me. They think 
very highly of the American League. However, they say they 
‘are going to catch up with us—they now have 5,000 members in 
'. Great Britain—and I challenged them to try it. 
“They might do it, teo. They have the spirit, pep and devo- 
‘tion. On the wall of theit headquarters they painted the last 
words of one of their comrades, Johnny Maguire of Dundee, as 
he lay dying in a Spanish Hospital: 
“Give my watch to my mother. Long live the Y. C. L.”
